Derailment of CSX Train Pollutes River 


C ollapse of a rail bridge near Benning Road NE on 
Nov. 9 dumped half a dozen open freight cars loaded 
with coal into the Anacostia River near Kingman 
Island and the 11 th St. and East Capitol St. Bridges. 

The extent of the pollution that could flow through SE 
and SW and into the Potomac River cannot be determined 
until the cars are lifted from the sediment-filled riverbed. 
Congresswoman Eleanor Holmes Norton took Federal 


and Congressional officials to visit the site of the collapsed 
bridge, sighting her concern that “this accident is similar to 
one in Las Vergas, Nevada, where deadly chlorine gas rolled 
unattended for 20 miles, and another in New York, sending 
toxic chemicals into the Genesee River.”

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Tunnel Could Reroute Hazardous Freight Cars 



A map included in the Summary of the NCPC/DDOT freight rerouting study show the current 
north-south freight line though the District in red. 


T he National Capital Planning 
Commission (NCPC) has done 
a study on rerouting freight cars 
with hazardous chemicals underground, 
instead of on the elevated CSX tracks 
through Near Southwest/Southeast pass¬ 



ing near the U S Capitol Bldg and thou¬ 
sands of federal workers nearby. 

The study includes a photograph 
(shown here) of a freight tanker car pass¬ 
ing along the elevated line at So. Capitol 
St. SW on Virginia Ave. SW/SE, with the 
U.S. Capitol Dome in the background 
(p. 1) and states, “The line slices through 
the Southwest Federal Center, location of 
twelve federal agency headquarter build¬ 
ings, runs within four blocks of the Unit¬ 
ed States Capitol, and travels through 
densely populated residential neighbor¬ 
hoods.” 

The study cites an example of the 
dangers from trains carrying tankers of 
chlorine gas. It says, “On January 6, 2005, 
an NS freight train missed a switch and 
crashed into a locomotive stored on a spur 
track in Graniteville, SC. The collision 
caused a tank car with 90 tons of chlorine 
to rupture. Nine people died as a result 
of chlorine inhalation and more that 550 
people sought medical assistance.” 

One of the alternatives for rerout¬ 
ing freight trains would be a nine mile 
two-track tunnel beneath the District of 
Columbia, from Potomac Yard in South 
Arlington, emerging near the DC- Prince 
Georges County boundary. This might 


cost $5 Billion. Other alternatives con¬ 
sidered in the study called for upgrading 

- including new Potomac River bridges 

- rail lines that travel east of the District 
through Waldorf and Upper Marlboro. 
These might cost $3 or $4 billion dollars. 
It is thought that either alternative would 
take 10 years to start and another 10 years 


to build.

Free Art: Corcoran 

“Randall Neighborhood Day” Dec. 27

O n October 25, on an applica¬ 
tion by Monument Realty and 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
the Historic Preservation Review Board 
approved renovation of the Randall Junior 
High School, 65 I St., SW. The Zoning 
Commission is now considering the mat¬ 
ter. 

Monument and the Corcoran expect to 
complete Randall renovation by late 2011. 

Eventually, the Corcoran will move 
much of its College of Art + Design into 
the three original Randall buildings on I 
Street. Monument will replace the less- 
historic Randall buildings on H Street 
with a new 10-story 480-unit apartment 
building. 

On October 15, Advisory Neighbor¬ 
hood Commission (ANC) 6D unanimous¬ 
ly approved my motion to endorse this 
projects Planned United Development. 
We did so largely because of benefits the 
developers promised our community. 

First, although Monument hasn’t decid¬ 
ed whether to rent its Randall apartments 
or sell them as condominiums, Monument 
has committed to offer nearly 100 of them 
at a reduced rate to families earning 80% 
or less of the DC areas median income. 
Monument will provide both job and 
housing preferences for ANC 6D residents. 
Monument has also promised to landscape, 
as a park, the area on I Street just east of 
Randall; and to contribute $200,000 to 
a neighborhood community-investment 
fund—which we will have to establish. 

But this project primarily benefits our 
community by bringing us the Corcoran. 
This means more than just students in 
a building. Months of negotiation have 


culminated in serious promises, by the 
Corcoran, to engage artistically with our 
community. These promises include: 

• arts education, especially sending grad¬ 
uate students to teach in our schools; and 
providing scholarships for our teachers, for 
our residents to take an art degree or enroll 
in art classes, and for our kids to attend the 
Corcoran’s arts camp; and 

• art for our neighborhood, especially an 
annual arts project and an annual open-air 
arts festival; free Corcoran membership for 
one of our teachers; open student art space 
and a free art gallery at Randall; free muse¬ 
um tours of the Corcoran on 17th Street; 
and additional benefits for ANC 6D resi¬ 
dents who volunteer at the Corcoran. 

The Corcoran will also erect a sculpture 
on the Delaware Avenue Circle; beautify 
the Randall construction site; and—once 
it’s open—make Randall available for fre¬ 
quent community meetings. 

Finally, each year, the Corcoran has 
promised a full day of free admission, for 
residents of the neighborhood, to its muse¬ 


um at 500 17th St., NW. During special 
exhibits, this can save us $14 per ticket. 

The Corcoran will hold its first “Ran¬ 
dall Neighbor Day” on Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 27. That day, from 10 a.m.-9 p.m., in 
addition to its permanent collection, the 
Corcoran will continue its special exhibit 
of photographs by Ansel Adams and Annie 
Leibovitz. On December 27, anyone with a 
driver’s license or other valid identification 
showing residence in either zip code 20024 
(Southwest) or 20003 (the near Southeast) 
can get into the Corcoran for free. Your 
identification will also admit children who 
live with you (but not visiting out-of-town 
relatives). 

Because of our community-benefits 
agreement—including Randall Neighbor 
Day—the Corcoran College’s move to 
Southwest could be the most important 
addition to our community’s cultural life 
since Arena Stage opened here 46 years 
ago. That’s why we supported the Randall 
project.

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Ground-Breaking at SE Federal Center

I ts just eight years since Congress- 
woman Eleanor Holmes (D-DC) 
cosponsored the law that started 
the ball rolling, but groundbreaking has 
occurred for the major portion of the 43 
acre Southeast Federal center - a former 
“brown-field” next to the Washington 
Navy Yard on the Anacostia River. The 
headquarters building of the US Dept, 
of Transportation, built in 2004-2007, is 
already on the site. 

Here are excerpts from a release by 
prime developer - the multi-billion dollar 
firm, Forest City. 

“Construction now underway on major 
mixed-use project in Near Southeast 

“Forest City Washington, Inc. officially 
broke ground Oct. 3 on the company’s 
large-scale, planned mixed-use redevelop¬ 
ment project known as The Yards. The 
groundbreaking ceremony took place on 
a central portion of the 42-acre site which 
fronts on the Anacostia River in Near 
Southeast D.C. 

Congresswoman Eleanor Holmes Nor¬ 
ton and D.C. Mayor Adrian Fenty par¬ 
ticipated in the event along with officials 
from the General Services Administration 
and the Environmental Protection Agency, 
as well as from Forest City Washington, 
the projects master developer. ‘Were very 
excited to be at the point of beginning site 
work at The Yards,’ said Deborah Ratner 


Salzberg, president of Forest City Wash¬ 
ington. ‘The extensive pre-development 
process has involved working with a few 
dozen governmental agencies, consultants 
and architects,’ she added. “This has been 
and will continue to be a very significant 
public/private partnership that will pay 
dividends for District residents for a long 
time to come.’ While the event marked 
the ceremonial groundbreaking on the 
site, construction crews actually began 
working there a few weeks ago, beginning 
the process of site infrastructure work, as 
well as the demolition of one non-historic 
building. 

The $1.7 billion redevelopment project 
is the largest such project in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. Upon completion, it 
will ultimately include 5.5 million SF of 
new development/redevelopment includ¬ 
ing approximately 2,800 residential units 
(both rental and for sale), 1.8 million SF 
of office space, up to 400,000 SF of retail/ 
dining space, a riverfront park includ¬ 
ing an esplanade along the banks of the 
Anacostia River. The Yards project will 
blend adaptive reuse of five historically 
protected, former industrial buildings that 
were originally part of the neighboring 
Washington Navy Yard, as well as numer¬ 
ous sites of all-new construction. 

With approximately 30 buildings 
planned overall, The Yards will ultimately 


generate millions of tax dollars annually 
from land that was previously not on the 
District’s tax rolls, over 3,000 new resi¬ 
dents, sustainable design elements includ¬ 
ing the adaptive reuse of several existing 
buildings onsite and hundreds of con¬ 
struction and permanent jobs for DC resi¬ 
dents. In addition, the project will provide 
opportunities for Local, Small Disadvan¬ 
taged Business Enterprises (LSDBEs), job 
training and First Source hiring programs 
throughout its multi-phase development 
plan. ... 


“A dozen buildings are in various stages 
of design and development with first 
phase completions expected in mid-2009 
into 2010. The project’s first phase will 
include the adaptive reuse of three former 
Navy Yard industrial buildings—two as 
residential and one as a retail center, as 
well as the all-new construction of an 
additional residential building and the 
project’s initial office building. Victor 
MacFarlane is also an equity partner in 
the overall development of The Yards.”

By using this 
tool, people will be able to easily locate 
fire hydrants and obtain basic status infor¬ 
mation. The information for each hydrant 
includes its identification number, cur¬ 
rent operational status and last inspection 
date. Additionally, customers can report a 
problem regarding a specific hydrant with 
the new web tool. 

Individuals without DSL or cable 
modem (broadband) can use comput¬ 
ers at a public library. The D C Public 
Library offers public access to the Internet 
at various library branches [including the 
SW Branch and SE Branch] and can be 
contacted at (202) 727-0321 for more 
information. 

Customers may also contact WASA at 
(202) 612-3400 to determine the status 
of a particular hydrant or to report a 
hydrant that may be leaking or damaged. 
In the future, WASA will be launching 
additional tools for customers without 
broadband capabilities.

Earth® is available to D.C. Fire and 
Emergency Medical Services (FEMS) per¬ 
sonnel to assist in decision-making and 
emergency preparedness. With Google 
Earth®, the fire department can quickly 
identify and locate hydrants that are cur¬ 
rently out of service by Battalion and 
Engine Company, and determine which 
hydrants to use. 

WASA is responsible for the main¬ 
tenance of more than 9,000 public 
hydrants.
